It has been frequently pointed out that 


the country was never so prosperous as 
it is at present. That well known barome- 


ter of trade, the steel industry, proves it. 
Munition factories are working overtime 
and their profits are notably large. Farm 
products are,bringing almost unprecedent- 
ed prices, and the railroads are congested 
with musiness to such an extent tthat there 
is a car shortage pretty much everywhere. 

In spite of these and other indications of 

the nation’s prosperity, some millions of in- 
dustrious and reasonably economical peo- 
ple are wondering how they are going to 
get through a hard winter. Of course, 
there isn’t as much of a problem of unem- 
ployment as there has been in leaner years, 
but there isn’t so much consolation in work 
when the wage is insufficient to supply food 
and raiment. And that is the rift in the 
lute, the fatal flaw in the present form of 
prosperity. 

Practically everything the ultimate con- 
sumer consumes has gone up by leaps and 
bounds until food and raiment, even of the 
simplest sort, have become luxuries hardly 
within the reach of the poor man. It is a 
notable fact that wages and salaries have 
not nearly kept pace with the advances in 
commodities, and that makes the present 
prosperity more painful than hard times 
to many. 

The workers are in a vast majority, and 
any prosperity in which the majority does. 
not share is a false prosperity. No com- 
munity or nation can truly prosper unless 
‘ts workers likewise prosper, A poor ma- 
jority and a rich few fall far short of an 
ideal condition.

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PROHIBITION A CERTAINTY. 

Within the past decade the progress of 
prohibition by states has been consistent 
and rapid. Kansas, a pioneer in this meth- 
od of reform, is now bounded on three 
sides by ‘‘dry’? territory, and there are in 
the United States twenty-five which have 
abolished the saloon. Being over half the 
number of states and tar over halt the area, 
1t looks like the hardest part of the battle 
is ended, but there is stilt some distance to 
travel before national prohibition becomes 
a certainty. thirty-six states must ratify 
a@ Constitulional amendment to make it val- 
id, and it isn’t likely, although it is pos- 
sible, that a state which hasn’t adopted pro- 
hibition for itself will attempt to wish it 
ou the country. What then, are the 
chances ot the eleven states. Some of them 
seem certain in the next four years. ‘Lexas 
is to vote on prohibition again, and the 
margin of defeat was so small before that it 
is said to be likely to pass at the next ate 
tempt. It is in the South that prohibition 
has made its greatest strides, and ‘lexas is 
not so different from the Southern states. 
New Mexico, with ‘‘dry’’ states on two 
sides of it, is also regarded as an excellent 
prospect, as are Nevada and Wyoming. 
The women vote in the latter state and it is 
generally known where the women stand. 
‘hose three states would make a ““dry’”’ 
West, with the exception of California, 
which, with it wine industry and wine- 
drinking habits is\difficult territory. You 
may laugh at the thought of Kentucky on 
the water wagon, but the truth is that by 
far the larger portion of Kentucky has al- 
ready placed the ban on saloons by means 
of local option. It is little more than a 
question of time with Kentucky. | Minne- 
sota, New Hampshire, Vermont and West 
Virginia have shown strong ““dry’’ tenden- 
cies, and if these get in line, it is not too 
much to hope that two others will follow; 
perhaps Missouri, which was only saved to 
the ‘‘wets’’ by St. Louis in the last election, 
and Illinois, where the women vote, and 
which is steadily going ‘‘dry’’ under local 
option. It is a hard fight that the forces 


of prohibition have ahead, but it is far from 


the hopeless fight it seemed ten years ago.
